Overseas broadcasts.

Communications Minister 
Mordechai Ziport warned yesterday 
that Israel’s’ “network of short-.and 
medium wave broadcasts is in 
danger of col 

‘Reviewing ΓῊ activities of: his 
ministry in the context of the annual 
budget debate, Zipori said that if 
there is not an immediate change in 
the government's approach to and 
investment in these broadcasts,

In 1981 the ministry requested

only IS17m, Zipori said that $200m. 
over four years is needed for the 
comprehensive development of the 
broadcasting system. ~ 

‘Zipori said that the broadcasting 
equipment is in “an advanced stage 
of obsolescence.” Thé ongoing ef- 
fort of the short-wave broadcasts ta 
overcome Sovict jamming 0 neces- 
sitates rapid switching from fre- 
quency to frequency. 

The effort has met with “a certain 
success," Zipori said, but a by- 
product is the rapid wearing-out of 
equipment. The resuit is deteriora- 
tion in the quality of the broadcasts 
and a decline in their credibility. 

While other countries “are ex- 
panding their. medium- and short- 
wave broadcasts, [5.6.6] is marking 
time, Zipori said. The Arab states 


and Iran increased the ‘number of 
their medium-wave transmitters 
from 36 in 1969 to 107 in 1980. In 
the same period, israel. increased 
the number of its transmitters from 
three to four. .- - 

“Our little territory is being 
crushed by the broadcasting power 
. Of our neighbours,” Zipori said. Our 
main television transmitter has a 
Power of 200 kilowatts (making 
reception difficult in many parts of 
the country), while Egypt broad- 
casts in our direction, with a 
Capacity of 1,600 kw. 

A second TV channel is essential, 
Zipori said. One channel cannot do 
a satisfactory job since it must 
divide its time between educational 
TV, Arabic programmes, and 
Hebrew Programmes. He said there 
was no conflict between flourishing 
print journalism and ale ohenoel 
boned 

ipori said -that the ministry's 
draft Broadcasting Law calls for the 
establishment of a second TV chan- 
nel, local channels of cable televi- 
sion, and additional country-wide 
and local radio stations. ᾿ 

Concerning the telephone shor- 
tage, Zipori said 200,000 persons or 
institutions were waiting for 
telephones — 43,000 of them for 
Over five years.

Israelis want to adopt only babies

TEL AVIV. — There are seven 
potential adoptive families for every 
infant under age two available for 
adoption in Israel, Aviva Leon, 
chief adoption officer and director 
of the children’s service at the 
Ministry of Labour and Social Af- 
fairs, told reporters here yesterday. 

Speaking at a preview of an inter- 
national conference on ado; 
which is to open in Eilat on Sunday, 
Leon said Israel is one of the few 
western countries where there are 
still babies available for adoption at 
all, In other countries, children as 
old 88 17 are being adopted. 

“The oldest we've given for adop- 
tion have been 12-year-olds, but it’s 
very hard to find families to take 
older children, because the average 
Israeli family wants to adopt a 
baby,” she said, 

One of the issues she hopes will 
be discussed at length at the con- 
ference is how to change society's 


attitudes toward mothers who give 
their children up for adoption. 
“Mothers who give up their 
children for adoption feel they must 
hide; whereas, if they can't care for 
the child, they're really being good: 
parents by letting the child grow up 
in another family which can care for 
him or her.” 

Professor David Serr, a 
gynecologist, spoke about the need 
for greater cooperation between the 
different disciplines which deal in 
one way or another with adoption: 
gynecologists, pediatricians, social 
workers, sociologists, judges and 
educators. 

Another topic is the possibility 
for adoptions across national boun- 
daries, bringing children from 
countries in

The authoritative London 
reference book, Jane's Fighting 
Ships, says that it usually carried a 
crew of 1,000 and was fitted with 
two quad launchers for the British 
Seacat (surface-to-air) missiles and 
a magazine for about 70 missiles. .

NATO report claims West 
can fight back in Europe | 


BRUSSELS (Reuter) — The War- 
saw Pact outguns NATO bnt North 
Atlantic alliance forces have the 
ability to make a credible defence 
of Western Europe, NATO sources, 
announced yesterday. 

The strength of the two sides is 
set out in NATO and the Warsaw 
Pact — Force , the first 
comprehensive study of the balance 
that NATO has published. 

It was introduced by NATO 
Secretary-General Joseph Lans and 
Admiral Robert Falls; Chairman of 
the NATO military committee, at 
alliance headquarters. 

The study shows that the Warsaw 
Pact has 42,500 main battle tanks in 
Europe compared with NATO's 
13,000 and a large superiority in 
anti-tank guided weapon launchers, 
guns, armoured personnel carriers 


and infantry fighting vehicles. 

It adds however: “NATO forces 
are well trained and, given the full 
range of capabilities at their dis- 
posal, are capable of presenting a 
credible defence of alliance ter- 
ritory.” 

The figures did not inclade 
France, which is not part of 
NATO's military structure. 

Turning to the regional balance, 
the study. says that the Warsaw Pact 
has 104 divisions facing the 
northern and central regions of 
NATO. Over half could be 
operational within days of being 
mobilized. 

In a war, NATO could count on 
about 42 divisions in these areas and 
they would have to hold out until 
US. and Canadian reinforcements 
arrived by sea. ἥ

Such methods are essential for.

-appearing on the market. Obviously 
a drug claimed,. say, to relieve 
headaches for up to 50 per cent of 
those taking it would have to be 
evaluated properly in this way to see 
if it really did have any advantage 
over a similarly packaged placebo. 


Doctors on occasion purposely 
use placebos to give hope to 
patients with an incurable condi- 
tion. No drug, however, can com- 
pare with a sympathetic car for a 
distraught patient who desperately 
needs to air a pressing worry or con- 
cern. True, providing a sympathetic 
ear is far more time-consuming than 
merely prescribing a tranquilizer. 
We know in family practice that the 
number of prescriptions issued goes 
up in inverse proportion to the time 
the doctor takes in examining and 
listening to: his patients. 

In my own work, I try never to 
mislead patients intentionally about 
the expected therapeutic action or 
consequence of a drug I may be 
prescribing, However, if they 
Should benefit additionally from any 
accompanying placebo effect, then 
that's all to the good. Not only will 
“they be pleased,” by that but 
naturally “I will be pleased,” too. 


A technical mind is not necessari- 
ly a must for a ham, Joe Marsey 
says, just the desire to com- 
mupicate. But it is apparent that 
hams inevitably acquire expertise in 
radio technology, as well as 
fascinating experiences.

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Bizarre murder case ’

WHILE the governnent and public 
figures are preoccupied with the 
murder of Haim Arlosoroff (1933) 
and Ya’acov De Hahn (1924), Israel 
TV has undertaken to investigate 
the bizarre murder 25 years ago of 
Dr. Yisrael Kastner, 

The first half of the two-part 
programme will be broadcast 
tomorrow at 9.30 p.m. and the 
second on Thursday of next week. 
Directed and written by Yehuda 
Kaveh and produced by Maya 
Dockler, the documentary is a grip- 
ping production that deals with life- 
and-death decisions during the Nazi 
era. 

According to the Broadcasting 
Authority, the film was first dis- 
cussed over a year ago, before 
Prime Minister Menachem Begin 
exhumed the Arlosoroff con- 
troversy. The producer and his staff 
interviewed many persons in order 
to assess the truths and fictions 
about the Kastner affair.

shot to death on the street in Tel

In March, 1944, the Nazis in- 
vaded Hungary, despite pessimism 
about how the war was going. Some 
800,000 Jews in the country were 
immediately endangered by the plot 
of Adolf Eichmann, Kastner headed 
ἃ smafl underground movement to 
save European Jews that made deals 
with 5.5. officers to trade them for 
money. 

By 1952, Kastner had become 
spokesman of the Ministry of Frade 
and Industry and a Mapai candidate 
for the Knesset. That fell through 
when Malchiel Greenwald, an old 
Jerusalemite, accused Kastner of 
cooperating with the Nazis and 
assisting in the destruction of Jews. 

The attorney general at that time 
(and now retired justice of the 
Supreme Court) Haim Cohn 
decided to launch a libel case 
against Greenwald to clear 
Kastner's name. On the other side,

I am not a psychologist, 
criminologist or an expert on “por- 
nographic” writing, photographs 
and other such material.. As αὶ 
historian, however, with profes- 
sional experience in Israel, 
America, Eyrope and Africa, I offer 
a few thoughts to heip put the sub- 
ject of pornography into a wider 
perspective. 

A standard American dictionary 
defines pornography as “the depic- 
tion of erotic behaviour (as in pic- 
tures and writing) intended to cause 
sexual excitement” and “material 
(as books or a photograph) that 
depicts erotic behaviour and is in- 
tended to cause sexual excitement.” 

Whether or not we accept this 
definition we should ask four ques- 
tions: What is erotic behaviour? Is 
such behaviour always, or even 


|. usually, to be condemned? Has the 
growing presence of ‘‘por-- 


nographic” material contributed 
significantly to an upsurge of 
deviant, 115 sexual conduct 
among us? And have additional cir- 
cumstances in Israel made an equal 
or yet larger contribution to the 
mounting wave of sex-related 
crime? 

The erotic is whatever arouses 
one ‘sexually. Like pornography 
itself, eroticism is in the eye of the 
beholder. A kiss may seem erotic, 
depending on the circumstances 
and on the observer. So, too, an 
embrace, hug, touch and spoken 
word. 


There is often an clement of the 
erotic in cormal friendship, 
however unrecognized by those 
concerned. Cosmetics, perfume, 
dress, tone of voice, style of ‘hair, 
bodily pose — all these may prove 
erotic and lead, unwittingly, to an 
trotic response, Where does one 
draw the line,- particularly when 
each case seems different, 
depending on who is involved and 
the context? . 


IF WE ACCEPT that no straight 
line of this sort can be drawn, why 
should we assume that in Israel and 
elsewhere more openly-expressed 
crotic behaviour must lead to 
destructive behaviour?

point the “curious” demand for 
what some call “erosion compen- 
sation.” All the figures available 
show that during 1981 real wages in 
the economy grew by 10 per cent. 
And if the last two years are taken 
as a reference, this increase was 5 to 
6 per cent, which is higher than the 
increase in productivity. 

The demands for wage increases 
in the public sector are not only not 
justified, but they also go against the 
policy which grants priority to 
workers in the industrial sector and 
favours the reduction of employ- 
ment in the public sector.

It should be clear, Barkai.said, 
that the central bank does not have 
complete freedom to. act in 
monetary markets and to control 
the rate of interest in the, market, 
This situation is not new — it has 
existed for many years. The bank 
can only try to influence the rate of 
liquidity of the banks and their 
credit ceilings, This makes the need 
for a correct fiscal policy even more 
Necessary.

The long list of woes 
of the citrus industry 


By YITZHAK OKED 
Jerusalem Post 

TEL AVIV. — Citrus growers being 
paid not to pick their fruit; orchards 
with a poor yield of only 20 to 30 per 
cent suitable for export: the con- 
tinuing sag of European currencies 
vis-d-vis the dollar; turning export 
profits into losses — these are just a 
few of the troubles that have befal- 
len the queen of Isracl’s agriculture 
this year. 

During a press tour of the Citrus 
Marketing Board yesterday, of- 
ficials said they could not remember 
such a catastrophic year. Dan Paldi, 
managing director of the board, said 
that this year citrus orchards had 
suffered the “curse of plenty,” the 
trees were loaded with fruit. But 
because of the great quantities 
which the trees could not properly 
support, the fruit was relatively small 
and a large ‘part of it was not 
suitable far export. - 

Amnon Omer, the head of the 
agro-technical division of the board, 
said that success in exports this year 
was due to the fact that the quality 
control-people at the board kept a 
sharp lookaut to ensure that only 
top-quality fruit was shipped out. 

Paldi pointed out gloomily that 
-because of all these calamities, the 
export season, which was about to 
end, would fall short of expectations 
— about 42 million to 43 million 
crates, which is short of the 47- 
million-crate target set at the start 
of the year. A total of 44,5 million 
crates were exported last year. 

Paldi said that although in Euro- 
pean currencies the fruit had 
fetched higher prices than last year, 
when these funds were translated 
into U.S. dollars, the result was 
much lower, than last year.

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Aridor backtracks 


NEGOTIATIONS for mew wage contracts always make for tense 

labour relations, and the present round is no exception to the rule. As 

always, the storm centre is now in the public sector — but with the 

difference, this time, that it is not powerful works committees that 
_ stir up unrest but, apparently, the Treasury. 

Finance Minister Yoram Aridor also appears to be bent upon dic- 
tating to the private sector and the Histadrut what wage bargain they 
shall be allowed to strike. 

The immediate issue is the Treasury's refusal to go on paying the 
so-called “erosion supplement” of IS425 a month in the public sec- 
tor, which is the counterpart of an agreed 5 per cent wage increase — 
in addition to the cost-of-living allowance — in the private sector. 
The Treasury says, first, that the agreement to pay this increment was 

limited to the January-March period so that the new wage package 
from April on must be negotiated from the ex ante base. Secondly, 
the Treasury argues that it makes no sense to talk of wage erosion 
when real wages went up nearly 10 per cent in 1981. 

Both arguments sound plausible at first bearing. However, the 
plausibility becomes thin when one looks a little closer at the facts. 

The 5 per cent wage increment in the private sector, and the 
parallel flat 15425 a month in the public sector, were part of the ex- 
isting wage agreements. They were meant as additional compensa- 
tion for inflation if the cost-of-living allowance failed to maintain real 


wages. 

In the first quarter of the year, with inflation amounting to 20.3 per 
cent, this clearly happened. Even with the extra increment, the 16.6 
per cent cost-of-living allowance for April — paid in May — would 
only bring up real wages to their level at the end of 1981. 

The workers’ real gain in 1981 was the inevitable result of the time 
Jag with which allowances are paid. When inflation accelerates — as 
it did almost continuously for cight years until [98], and as is hap- 
pening again now — real wages always fall behind. 

Mr. Aridor's election-induced “proper economics” in 1981 rever- 

_ $ed that process. By shelling out some freshly printed IS40b. on sub- 
sidies and reduced indirect taxes, he brought inflation down. 
Workers therefore got cost-of-living allowances based on past, and” 
higher, inflation rates, For the first time in eight years, they gained in 
real terms from the cost-of-living agreement. The losses and the gains 
from this mechanism are always permanent. 

The finance minister's advisors have.apparently made him wake 
up, belatedly, to the realities of the aftermath of last year’s election 
compels: He therefore now wants wage earners to cough up some of 
the gifts he showered upon them Isst year. One no louger hears much of 

“supply-side economics.” We are back to good old-fashioned de- 
mand management, and to an incomes policy. And the “full compen- 
sation for inflation” has become a fuzzy concept, which Mr. Aridor 
no longer wants td spell out. 

Politically, Mr. Aridor is as astute as ever. He still has only an in- 
terim budget. In a Knesset split evenly between coalition and opposi- 
tion he will have a hard time getting the 1982 budget approved. In ad- 
dition, he is from time to time saddled with expenditures he has not 
foreseen in the budget — such as the cost of grounding El Al on the 
Sabbath, which may cost as much as the 1$425 a month for the public 
sector workers for a whole year. 

No wonder, therefore, that Mr. Aridor tries to backtrack on his 

“proper economics” and to make a firm stand on wages. If fiscal 
stringency and a cutback in real wages can help him get his budget 
through in the next two-three months, he should be able to become 
generous again when the next election campaign starts in earnest. 
For a politician fighting for time, three, six, or nine months are eter- 
nity. He can safely trust the public to have forgotten by September 
what he did in July. 

There is a lesson in this for the opposition, if it would at last wake 
up to its parliamentary role. It should keep Mr. Aridor on a tight rein 
and fight his budget step by step and item by item. It should 
scrutinize each and every allocation, even when it hurts the 
economic interests affiliated with its own constituents, and demand 
full disclosure of information and full debate, down to the last detail. 
It should keep the finance minister dangling on interim budgets, right 
up to the elections. That alone : may prevent him from staging another 
round of “proper economics.’ 


Wrong money for right idea 


“THE GOVERNMENT will work for the establishment of a free, 
educational system from the age of three. Progress will be 
gradual... The government will take steps to carry this programme out 
within the next four years...”

Now Mr. Hammer is out to honour the new pledge. He stresses, 
rightly, that early childhood education is one of the best ways to close 
the achievement gap between social and ethnic groups that shows up 

. later at higher levels of schooling. Free nursery schools are a general, 
: not a sectarian, interest. 
; _ Their intorduction, however, raises one major practical question: 
- where is the money to come from, even if the programme is spread 
* out over a period of several years? How is the hard-pressed, and 
: hard-pressing, Treasury to be induced to pay for a new Ministry of 
: Education activity? Mr. Hammer's answer is: there will be.no need to 
+ trouble the Treasury at all. The money will come from slightly in- 
᾿ς ereased personal contributions to the National [nsurance Institute, as 
: has been the case with free high-school education. 
: This peculiar, though admittedly i ingenious, method of financing 
education was objectionable when it was first broached, and it 
remains so today. If free nursery schools, like free high schools, area 
service worthy to be supplied by the state, which they are, then they 
ought to be paid for from the state's regular budget, with its wide 
variety of revenue sources, and not from the contributions of em- 
ployees and the self-employed to national insurance. 
: Το NI itself has taken umbrage at Mr. Hammer's suggestion: it 
- does not wish to become a collection agency for the Ministry of 


: Education. And rightly so, too: 
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THE RECENT assault on Israel at 
the UN, which culminated in a 
General Assembly resolution call- 
ing on the international community 
to halt political, military and 
economic assistance to Israel, has 
been, in many ways, another Arab 
exercise in futility. 

The General Assembly. vote on 
the resolution, which fell on Israel's 
Independence Day, concluded the 
“special emergency” session on the 
“question of Palestine.” The vote 
was not very different from ‘the last 
two Arab attempts to have the 
Security Council censure Israel. 
Both these attempts were sabotaged 
by an American veto. 
| = The current resolution cails for, 

among other things, Israel's 
withdrawal from the occupied ter- 
ritories and for the establishment of 
a Palestinian state or the inclusion 
of the PLO in a peace settlement. It 
also declares that Israel is not 2 
peace-loving state. 

“Israel's record and actions con- 
firm that it has carried out neither 
its obligations under the (UN) 
Charter nor its commitment” under 
the 1949 General Assembly resolu- 
tion that admitted it to the UN, the 
resolution states. Clearly the 
groundwork is being laid for an at- 
tempt to expel the Jewish State 
from the world body. 

But the vote on the resolution 
should be analysed on the basis of 
whether the Arabs achieved the 
goals they set for themselves. 

One can easily conclude that this 
time the vote did not advance the 
Arab goal of de-legitimizing Israel 
even one diplomatic square. 


THE RESOLUTION adopted by 
the General Assembly is simply a 
combination of the used in 
the resolution adopted last 
February -after the Golan Law and 
that of last year’s resolution on the 
“question of Palestine.” 

The February resolution, which 
also called for sanctions. against 
Israel, did not lead to any major rift 
in relations between Israel and

Mr. Shaked 
moreover readily admitted that he 
did not “have the facilities” to 
check the charges or quotations, yet 
insinuated that they were incorrect, 
basing his assumption on his per- 
sonal acquaintance with the 
deposed Mayor of Ramallah (an ad- 
mission which should shed light on 
his own objectivity). 

Mr. Shaked contends that the 
Spokesman's assertion that Khalaf 
was twice implicated as a prime ac- 
complice ‘in court trials which con- 
victed other suspects must be un- 
true since “if that were true, be 
would long ago have been jailed or 
expelled.”

The Arabs, no doubt disap- 
pointed by two defeats in the 
Security Council, reconvened the 
“special emergency” session with ἃ 
new scheme in mind.

Syria, included a new element: a 
clear and specific call for Israel’s 
expulsion from the UN. 

Only the Security Council can ex- 
pel a country from the world body. 
However, if a member's credentials

South Africa in 1974. Israeli 
diplomats here are concerned it 
might happen to Israel one of these 
days. 

The committee that will review 
Israel's credentials when the 37th 

lar session begins, is to be 

selected by the outgoing ident 
of the General Assembly, "s Is- 
mant Kittani, and the Israclis here 
have no illusions about his attitude. 

Still, even were the committee to 
recommend that Israel’s credentials 
be rejected, this step requires ap- 
proval by a two-thirds majority in 
the assembly. 


THE INITIAL Syria-PLO draft 
resolution twice mentioned the idea 
of reviewing “Israel's status,” and it 
drew an immediate American reac- 
tion that surprised even the Israclis 
by its critical tone. The American 
ambassador, Jeane Kirkpatrick, 
ridiculed the notion of the “resump- 
tion” of the “emergencey” session 
on Palestine, which adjourned 
“temporarily” last July, calling this 
a “doubious procedure.” She 
Sasied shal should the General As- 
sembly ouster Israel, it would suffer 
“the consequences in terms of its 
credibility and reputation.” 
Kirkpatrick’s address before the 
assembly, as well as the U.S. vetoes 
in the Security Council indicates, it 
seems, a policy of solid American 
support for Israel at the UN. It is 
significant that the US. used its 
veto an Arab resolu- 
tion implying Israeli responsibility

for the April 11 Temple Mount 
sniper incident; in 1969, the U.S. 
abstained on a resolution blaming 
Israel for a fire at AbAksa mosque, 
which had been set by an Australian 
tourist. And the Security Council 

then adopted a resolution criticizing 


- Israel's occupation of Jerusalem. 


Cynics would note that the two 
recent American vetoes, as well as 
certain statements in the assembly, 
followed hard upon the withdrawal 
from Sinai and were intended to 
eliminate concern about American 
commitment to Israel. 


WHATEVER pragmatic calcula- 
tions one divines in Washington, 
there are signs of 2 strong consensus 
emerging on U.S. policy at the UN, 
which may partly explain why the 
Arabs ultimately excised the threat 
of expelling Israel from this draft 
resolution. 

Tn recent months two groups at 
opposite ends of the American 
political spectrum — the liberal ad 
koe group, which includes Cyrus 
Vance, Edmund Muskie and Dean 
Rusk, and the conservative 
Heritage Foundation think-tank — 
called upon the Reagan Administra- 
tion to reassess its policy towards 
the UN. With all their political dif- 
ferences both groups denounce UN 
policy towards Israel and UN sup- 
port for the PLO. The two groups 
have reached almost identical con- 
clusions on one point: they urged 
the U.S. to consider using its 
political and financial power to pre- 
vent the UN from taking steps that 
harm U.S. interests, such as expell- 
ing Israel. 

The “U.S. must continue to make 
it clear that if Israel.is denied par- 
ticipation, pressure from the 
Co and the public may impel 


the U.S. to reduce its financial sup- . 


port of the UN, perhaps even sus- 
pend its participation,” concludes a 
study prepared by the liberal group. 
“Whether or not this is the time for 
the U.S. to cut off funds for the UN 
is a policy decision that has to take 
into consideration many factors,” 
states a Heritage Foundation 
analysis. “But one thing is certain: 
the leverage exists. Were the U.S. to 
use it, the UN would undoubtedly
